Richard M. Pajtas found in favor of the 
energy company. 

Although Williams told the court. 
that no easement papers that showed 
where the gas pipeline runs were 
among the title work when he bought 
the property 23 years ago, Judge Pajtas 
ruled that Williams by his own admis- 
sion knew about the easement and that 
he did not practice due diligence when 
he did not check into the easement 
documents. 

The judge noted that the trees were 
beautiful and unique, but stated that 
DTE’s claim of a public safety risk had 
to be considered. DTE claimed that if 
the tree roots rubbed against the 
pipeline an explosion could occur. It 

. will remove approximately 20 trees. 

Williams argued that DTE has 
known about the placement of the 
trees for more than 15 years and failed 
to notify him when the trees were 
young and could have been replanted. 

DTE Energy spokesman Steven 
Rawlings said DTE would not reroute 
the pipeline because of the expense.

Charlevoix, Emmet, and 
Otsego counties. 

“We are definitely seeing a trend toward increased di- 
agnosis of early stage breast cancer and decréased diagnosis 
of advanced stage breast cancer,’ said Joshua Meyerson, 
Medical Director for the Health Department of Northwest 
Michigan. “The reason for the trend is simple: mammo- 
grams.” 

The American Cancer Society recommends an annual 
screening mammogram for women age 40 and older and 
Meyerson says it is important in identifying cancer at an 
earlier, and more treatable, stage. 

“In fact, we're seeing a decrease in mortality from breast 
cancer that may be a result of earlier detection as well as 
improved treatment,” Meyerson said. 

The Health Department has been working hard to en- 
courage ldw-income, uninsured or underinsured women to 
come to their clinics for annual screening mammograms. 
Over 800 women age 40-64 were enrolled in the Breast & 
Cervical Cancer Control Program (BCCCP) in 2010 from 
Antrim, Charlevoix, Emmet, and Otsego counties. 28% 
were referred for further diagnostic services and 16 were 
treated for breast cancer. 

“We want every woman to get the primary care she 
needs—including annual mammograms—no matter her 
income or insurance status,’ said Pat Fralick, Director of 
Family & Community Health for the Health Department. 
“That’s why there are generous income eligibility guidelines 
for the BCCCP. For example, an uninsured woman from a 


family of four can have.a household income of almost 


$56,000 and be eligible for the program. Women, who 
have health insurance but no mammogram coverage in this 
income bracket, are also eligible” 

Fralick said there are several local charities and founda- 
tions who help the Health Department reach low income 
women by providing funds for outreach and education. 
“We are especially grateful to the Antrim County High Tea 
for Breast Cancer Prevention,’ she said. With their help, 
we've increased the number of women enrolled in BCCCP 
ten-fold over the last few years. “She said the program has 
had generous financial support from the Sue 
DeYoung/Judy Edger Breast Cancer Walk & Run, | 
Charlevoix County Community Foundation, and Women 
of Harley 45th Parallel Chapter for outreach and to reduce 
barriers to care. 

“I think we can look at our local data and conclude that 
getting more low-income, uninsured/underinsured women 
screened with mammograms appears to be helping reduce 
the number of advanced stage cancers and ultimately, re- 
ducing the number of breast cancer deaths,’ Meyerson said. 
“T am hopeful that this trend continues and perhaps we can 
see some truly significant decreases in mortality as we con- 
tinue to promote early detection and better treatment for 
breast cancer.” :

~ HowTo Plant and Grow Flowers 


By Amy Grant . 


How to 


"The dilemma for many a flower gardener is 
how to grow and keep a beautiful outdoor flower 
display and also have the fun of sharing the 
bright bounty with friends. The solution is easy. 
Plant two flower gardens. One for cutting, and 
one for display in the landscape. Planning the 
two gardens will allow the gardener enormous 
freedom, as some varieties are more suited for 
one than for the other. A favorite flower that fits 
well into the cutting garden may be too tall, or 
. the wrong color for the display bed, and vise 

versa. 

Let's look at basic flower garden planning, and 
then the cutting garden. 

" Display gardens fall into two basic forms, the 
border and the bed. Flower beds are constructed 
to look beautiful from any viewpoint. Border gar- 
dens usually “border” something, perhaps a wall 
or a fence, and are best viewed from the front. 
Keep this in mind as you decide whether to-plant 
a bed or a border. - 

Choose a palette of colors that pleases you. 
Varied shades within one color family will give a 
more formal look, while a mad array of every ” 
color imaginable will be friendly and informal. 
There are no hard, fast rules. It’s your garden. 
Choose what you like. A mixed garden of peren- 
nials and annuals ensures lots of color and variety 
all season long. Don't be afraid to try different 
combinations. You can always change it later. 

Before planting, it’s a good idea to make a plan. 
Using graph paper and colored pencils draw a 
sketch of your flower bed. Draw the plants at a 
mature size, so that you won't be tempted to 
crowd in too many. Plants with no elbow room 
tend to grow tall and leggy. Arrange them so that 
the tallest varieties are in the middle of the bed, 
and the shortest on the edge. Where the tall

For a border garden, think of the plants as peo- 
ple lining up for a group photograph. Place the 
tall ones in the back; middle sized one in the 
middle, and the short ones down in front where 
everyone can see them. Some taller bloomers, 
like oriental poppies, have foliage that fades as 
soon as the flowers do. A plant like Sedum (Au- 
tumn Joy), whose foliage is pretty all season long, 
can hide Ms. Poppy’s flaws very nicely, when 
strategically placed in front of her. Low growing 
herbs, like lemon thyme, planted along the edge 
of the border, add interest and fragrance to the 
garden. 


ting garden. Start with a sunny, well-drained site 
and good, rich soil. Since the point of the cutting 
garden is to encourage as many blossoms as pos- 
sible, try mixing.a complete, slow-release granu- 
lar fertilizer into the soil before planting also. 
This will deliver consistent nutrients to the plants 
throughout the season. Once they start bloom- 
ing, and during peak production times, give them 
a periodic boost with an organic product like di- 
luted seaweed extract. 

Designing the cutting garden is more like 
planting vegetables. Plant the flowers in rows, 
widely spaced, with room to move about in be- 
tween. You'll need to access them all for cutting, 
fertilizing, deadheading and weeding. Try to 
plant flowers with similar sunlight and water re- 


quirements in the same part of the garden. Like- 
wise, plant according to bloom time, whether * 
early, mid-season or late season. 

Your choices are limited only by your hardiness 


zone, but remember that flowers with long stems 


are best for cutting. Some shorter varieties can be 
encouraged to grow taller by planting close to- 
gether. The blooms may be a little smaller, but 
you "Ii have long enough stems for vases. 

Of course, if you don’t have enough room for 
two kinds of flower gardens, selective cuttings 
from the bed or border can provide nice bou- 
quets for the table too. Either way, you can add 
dazzling color to your landscape and your home 
with fresh flowers this season.

Husband’s angry outbursts source of family stress 


Q: My husband has an 
anger problem and gets upset 
over the littlest issues. He's 
not abusive, but he lashes out 


- with words, Our family walks 


on eggshells around him. 
How can I help him? 


Juli: Although you can't get 


your husband to change his. 
behavior, you can influence 
him. The first thing you can 
do is help him understand 
the impact his outbursts have 
on you and your family. 
Many people live by the 
“sticks and stones" rule, mini- 
mizing the effect harsh words 
have on relationships. At a 
neutral time (not when he's 
upset), tell him there is some- 
thing you would like to share 
with him. Preface your state- 
ment with a softener like, "I 
know you may not be aware 
of this, but..." Then explain 
how his outbursts hurt you 


and get in the way of feeling — 


safe with him. He may or 
may not receive your com- 
ments well. Even if he doesn't 
acknowledge what you say, he 
may think about it over time. 
Second, as much as he's. 
willing to allow it, help him 


identify the true source of his 
anger. It's easy to dump anger 
and frustration on family 
members when the genesis of 
those feelings comes from 
somewhere else. For example, 
how much stress is he under 
at work? Are finances con- 
tributing? What was modeled 
in his home growing up? 
Asking the right questions 
can help him make some of 
these connections. 

Finally, be prepared for the 
next time he gets angry. You 
have the right and the re- 
sponsibility to stand up for 
yourself and your family if 
his words become harsh and 
hurtful. I highly recommend 
two books that will help you 
know what to say in the mid- 
dle of a tense situation: 
"Boundaries" by Dr. Henry 
Cloud and Dr. John . 
Townsend and "Love Must be 
Tough” by Dr. James Dobson. 


Q: I've been dating the 
same girl for five months.

Jim: Some people "know" 
sooner than others, but don't 


feel like you have to be on the. 


fast track. You ‘and your girl- 
friend shouldn't feel pressure 
to make a decision any 
sooner than either of you is: 
ready. 

Marrying my wife, Jean, 
wasn't a tough decision. Once 
I knew, I knew. More impor- 
tantly, once she knew -- I 
knew! But that doesn't mean 
I didn't invest a great deal of 
thought and prayer in the 
process. 

People decide whom 
they're going to marry using 
two things: their head and 
their heart. In the words of 
author John Thomas, it's "a 
little bit of art and a little bit 
of science.” 

Your head helps you ad- 
dress the practical matters. 
Do the two of you have simi- 
lar morals and values? Do 
you have compatible views on 
family and parenting? Do 
your friends and family 
members have any serious 
reservations about the other 


person? Do you both believe 
that marriage is a lifelong 
commitment? These are all 
things that you can work out 
in your head. 

' Listening to your heart can 
be more tricky, but it's just as 
important. If you're consider- 
ing marriage, it's safe to as- 
sume that you already have 
strong feelings for your girl- 
friend. But do you have 
peace? Does she share that 
peace? 

I'm not suggesting that you 
won't have butterflies. There 
are plenty of things about 
getting married that can 
cause stress, even if you're 
marrying the right person. 
But through prayer, intro- 
spection and discussion, you 
both need to have peace in 
your hearts that you're doing 
the right thing. 

‘The road to marriage is 
full of emotion. But if your 
head and your heart can find 
agreement on that special 
person, there's a good chance 
you've found "the one."
